Most in the holes in the streets 
are made by the gas, telephone 
and other public utilities ra- 
tions when they furnish additional 
services. The large number of 
existing holes are due to the tre- 
mendous increase in the city’s pop- 
ulation resulting in new homes and 
business structures which must be 
given utilities service, | 

Under the present law these 
holes are resurfaced by city work- 
men and the utilities companies 
pay the city the cost of the work. 
Thie necessitates the loaning of 
large sums by the city to the en- 
gineering department for 
replacement. work. The
